There must be a multitude of outdoor-loving vacation- 
ers, coming home each year from shore or mountain or 
woodsy camp-site, who wish that home itself could be 


the sort of place they'd pick for a vacation. They 





think, in a vague, do-nothing-about-it way, that it 
would be nice to lead their lives right up against the 
landseape of their liking. One couple who have done- 


something-about-it are the William Peaveys, of Mill 





Valley, California. Not satisfied with just a selected 
“view.” they wanted a house that asked to be an inte- 
gral part of its setting. Forest-lovers, they built this 
house to follow the bend of a stream which runs 
through a big, irregular site in a grove of redwoods. 
Theirs is a permanent picnic ground—and the house 
a sort of year-round camp-site, as comfortable as it 
is lasting. The almost palpable air of serenity derives 
not solely from the forest, but in good part from the 
composition it helps to form. The verticality of the 
trees and the horizontal lines of the house make for 
simple, restful right angles. The exterior of the house, 
appropriately enough, is redwood; sliding glass doors 


open almost all of the rooms to the surrounding grove. 





Well set back from the property line, the Peavey house puts its 
natural environs to practical use. The clearing is Quite big 
enough to accommodate neighborhood football games (the 
two Peavey boys are that age) and the picnic-barbecue area 
comes in for heavy use in entertaining the gridiron stars and 
their parents. At far left is the master bedroom; next to it, a 
large dressing room and two adjoining baths. Actual entrance 
(see page 37 for house plan) is obscured here by the trees

Rooms that invite the

The illusion of camping out in the woods owes its strength to high glass

In a day when most land developers remove all trees and bulldoze the prop- 
erty flat as a prelude to construction, it is refreshing to find a tract where 
the avowed purpose is to preserve and enhance the natural setting. This is 
the case in Sterling Forest, a unique residential and research community 
near Tuxedo, New York, where many of the home sites are on such densely 
wooded, rocky and precipitous land that it is often difficult for a prospective 
resident to visualize just how a house could be built on them at an affordable 
price. To help them, Sterling Forest commissioned John Dornes, a young 
designer-builder whose work is familiar to our readers, to design and con- 
struct a house for one of the most picturesque but difficult plots, essentially 
a huge granite boulder at the edge of a steep hillside. Instead of the conven- 
tional method of blasting the rock. John Dornes devised a way to use it as 
the foundation. He developed a plan to follow the natural formation of the 
boulder and to retain every tree on the property. The floor plan was kept 
simple and capable of variation to conform to different sites without exten- 


sive changes. The result: a house fully expressive of a magnificent setting.

A night view from the deck, cantilevered over the wooded hillside, reveals the strik 
ing geometry of the design and the successive sweep of living, dining and kitchen 
spaces through the center of the house.

To most people, the phrase “small house” conjures up an 
unhappy vision of tiny rooms conventionally partitioned 
for living, dining and sleeping— all crowded into an uncom- 
fortably small area. But turning from this accepted image, 
we think of another concept of smallness which it might do 
many of us well to consider: a small area of house, whose 
space allotment hasn’t been carved up into a standard 
number of rooms. A house that devotes the majority of its 
space to a living-dining area, say, giving itself over to only 
one bedroom. Such a house would most perfectly suit a 
young married couple without children—satisfying their 
present needs, leaving itself open to their future. Equally,

the arrangement could suit a prudent bachelor with an eye 
on both equity and (eventually) the altar. The small house 
on these pages belongs to Richard Carey, a young real- 
estate man who took a busman’s holiday to find himself a 
piece of Connecticut land at a good price.

Particular about its view, it chooses to 


look at nature rather than the neighbors 


There are probably many people who enjoy being able to see 
what the neighbors are up to. Just as probably, these people 
expect that their own lives will be open books, perused with 
interest over a fence or through a window. Such families feel 
they're merely paying the accepted price of communal living, 
which is theirs perforce because of narrow lots and nearby 
streets. But deep within most of us, privacy is a thing of 
value and—good neighbors notwithstanding—we'd give any- 
thing for a view of something closer to nature than a forest of 
television antennas. On California’s Monterey Peninsula, 
architect Joseph Wythe and his family are surrounded by 
neighbors—but from their home they look out only on na- 
ture. Wythe effected this seeming impossibility in the face of 
two common obstacles: a narrow lot to build on, and a street 
too close for comfort. His solution, in effect, was to pull down 
a roof and tuck himself away from neighbors, leaving only

Meticulously organized, it exacts

“There should be a place for everything,” they told 
us as untidy children, “and everything should be in 
its place.” Not everyone manages, in his own ma- 
turity, to practice this preachment. Some people just 
plain like living in clutter. “Friendly” clutter, they 
often describe it, and go on to explain that their 
house simply isn’t the kind you can keep straightened. 
Other people, driven by private demons, spend most 
of their time trying to nag a household into neatness 
and spend the rest of their time trying to do s« 
thing about it themselves. The Alfred Beadles, of 
Phoenix, much as they cherish neatness, are not 
really the kind who can claim it as a natural virtue. 
Their house is what keeps them in line-—everything 
about it calls for order, and under such direction, the 
family finds order easy to keep. Designer Beadle, 
knowing his family’s pattern of living as well as he 
did, was able to meet its demands with every tidying 
provision possible. The neatness is no swept-under- 
the-rug pretense. “When the house looks neat and 


orderly,” says its de +r, “it is neat and orderly.” 


The vibrance of this desert setting would pale a conventional 
design into a weak shimmer. The Alfred Beadle home stands 
strongly against its surroundings presenting a bold rectangu- 
lar block of vivid color and brilliant white. The symmetry of 
the facade with its rhythm of regularly spaced openings and 
pierced concrete screens establishes an ordered formality at 
the outset.

| oO complement this issue's portfolio of 
homes by today’s practicing architects, it seemed provoca- 
tive to explore what is in the minds of tomorrow’s archi- 
tects, those young men who will be creating our physical 
environment in years to come. Accordingly, last spring we 
went to architectural schools all over the country and 
asked questions of outstanding students in each graduat- 
ing class. Some of their answers are presented here and we 
think you will find just what we found, namely, that these 
young architects are dedicated men. Far from being im- 
practical dreamers, they are down-to-earth in their ap- 
proach, not only aware of architecture as an art but also 
conscious of its definite social responsibility. Many of 
these men are married; some have young children and 


know at firsthand the problems of our young readers. 


°° 

In addition to their sense of high purpose, 
certain ideas occur in the philosophies‘of nearly all of them. 
There is a strong belief that if the world is to be a more at- 
tractive, pleasant place to live in, it is their duty to impress 
on the home buyer just how the architect can help. There 
is universal dismay at the appearance of newly-built sub- 
urban communities, planned by developers without ade- 
quate design assistance. Not merely critics, however, they 
have definite ideas as to how housing can be improved, 
among other ways, through greater research on the part of 
the building industry, and through entire new concepts in 
the development of land. One idea that recurs is of mul- 
tiple or row housing as a possible future solution with the 
resultant available land pooled for common use. Over-all, 
too, it is evident that they are intent on finding the solu- 
tions for today’s living problems in terms of present-day 
forms, materials and construction techniques. Fully con- 
scious and knowledgeable about the past, these young men 
are concerned with the needs of the present and the im- 
mediate future. Talking with them was such an exciting 


experience that we wish to share it with you.

” Architecture has been called the 
mother of the arts and yet today 
the wide gap between the artist 
and the architect is resulting in an 
almost uninhabitable world. De- 
humanized to an amazing extent, 
our homes, buildings and cities 
stand for the most part as monu- 
ments to ignorance and greed. I 
think that in order to bring archi- 
tecture back to people, ‘mother 
architecture’ is going to have to 
reclaim her deserted children, the 
fine arts. Glass, steel and concrete, 
in themselves, are not sufficiently 


related to man and his world. It is 


no wonder that our glass and steel 
buildings are receiving a cold, im- 
personal reception. It will take a 
deep understanding of the arts to 
rehumanize our architecture. I be- 
lieve a new architecture is coming 
that will be more than just archi- 
tecture and more than art. It will 
be both. Space and forms will take 
on new life, be in seale with man. 
No longer will man have to restrict 
his way of life to the strait jackets 
he has become accustomed to. 
“To help bring this about, the 
architect must extend himself be- 
yond the designing of buildings 
alone. In order for ours to be a 
habitable world, everything in it 
must receive the same careful and 
sensitive designing. The architect 


can make the public so aware 


of good design in everything, that 
people will demand it and will re- 
fuse to accept poorly designed 
goods and buildings. 

“A truly livable space is possible 
for those who demand it, at any 
price. The same principles of archi- 
tecture which are used to enhance 
the $100,000 house can be applied to 
the 310,000 house. There is no rea- 
son why the man who earns $6,000 
a year is not entitled to a livable 
house. But only when architects 
prove they can give him a livable 
house will he begin to demand it. 
When man learned he could have a 
ear that would go 8 mph, it wasn’t 
long before he demanded one that 
would go 80 mph! The same thing 
will occur in home design. 

“1 believe that the lack of organ- 
ized research in the building indus- 
try is the obstacle to progress we 
architects will have to face. There 
has to be some program set up 
within the whole building industry, 
jointly sponsored by architects, 
builders. labor unions and manu- 
facturers of building products to 
study the problems of building for 


today and tomorrow.”

the building industry today is that 
of tract and suburban housing. 
Basically, the problem boils down 
to one of principle. It seeins useless 
to continue the haphazard sub- 
dividing of land for tract develop- 
ments which have little or no rela- 
tion to an over-all urban plan. Ur- 
ban and suburban housing involves 
several architectural ideas in rela- 
tion to planning as a whole. First, 
there is the high-rise apartment type 
which can afford homes for many 
families in heavily populated areas 
while using the least amount of 
land. In these high-density areas, a 
surrounding open space could be 
planned to serve the community. 
On another density level, the row 
house or small apartment type 


should be considered as a means of 


hou . Again, the exterior areas 
must be utilized for community ae- 
tivities and for private family out- 
door living as well. School and 
shopping facilities must be planned 
to work efficiently with these resi- 
dential areas. On the level of the 
single-family home, the problems 
of siting and community planning 
are still evident. In general, the 
great need in our tract residential 
areas today is for more efficient 
planning based on individual re- 
quirements with an emphasis on 
the aesthetic as well as the fune- 
tional needs of the community. In 
a home for my own family, I would 
attempt, through structure and use 
of materials, to make a relatively 
simple statement. By this, | mean 
that the building should speak com- 


pletely for itself.”

Programming entails designing 
the house to fit the family. Builders 
create the house, then find a family 
to buy it.

I he American people, though the 
richest on earth, dollar-wise, do not 
live comparatively. The remedy is, 
however, primarily one of educa- 
tion in values rather than of fi- 
nance. If people were more aware 
of what kind of house is possible, 
they would be willing to spend 
more to obtain this better environ- 
ment, much as they have been 
made receptive to the benefits of 
medical care and insurance. If archi- 
tects can gain ground in enlighten- 
ing the public, the appalling prob- 
lem of nondescript housing would 
begin to check itself through the 
demands of the home buyer. In 
turn, more developers would seek 
the services of the architect. At an 
ethical level, the architectural pro- 
fession must convince the public of 
its need for an improved environ- 
ment, of the potential livability 
they can demand. Livability is, 
however, a broad term. I like to 
think of it as referring to the pro- 
vision for all of a family’s needs.
